Exciting News from Washington— Nesotiae' 
tions with France at an End. 


The News which we give from Washing- 
ton, received by telegraph yesterday even- 
ing, will take the country by surprise. No 
one suspected that negotiations of such grave 
import were going on between the American 
Secretary of State, and the causes uf com- 
plaint, lying at the bottom of this difficulty, 
were altogether pnknown outside of the dip- 
lomatic circles. Had such negotiations oc- 
curred under either of the proceeding Ad- 
ministrations, the whole affair would have 
been known long since. But Gen. Taylor’s 
Cabinet know too well what is due to their 
station, and to the gravity of the interests 
committed to their charge, to expose secrets 
of this character. Even before the country | 
is advised of any difference between the two 
countries, the Administration have decided 
upon the course which the honor of the na- 
tion requires to be adopted. Diplomatic re- 
lations are at an end, and France may choose 
the alternative—either of backing out from 
the position in which she is placed by the 
acts of her Minister, or of adopting ulterior 
measures. |

“In February, Poussin, the French minis- 
ter, presented ‘itr.
